Evidence of a real plan 
for Brexit is needed now 


THIS week, KoS was invited to attend 
a panel discussion in the House of 
Commons on the need for trade to 
flow seamlessly through our ports 
once we leave the European Union 
for good. 

What transpired from industry 
leaders was a stark lack of communi¬ 
cation with senior government 
figures and fears that without clear 
direction, the necessary adjustments 
that need to be made are unlikely to 
be in place by March 2019. 

One Conservative MP attending 
the meeting said he thought the 
government was “paralysed by fear” 
following the referendum result and 
that everyone was having to play 
catch-up as a result of the lack of 
preparation. 

Hindsight is, of course, a wonder¬ 
ful thing, but looking back it really is 
incomprehensible that there were 
seemingly no kind of preparations at 
all for a scenario where the public 
would indeed vote to leave the EU. 

Granted, it did come as something 
of a shock to a lot of people - even 
Nigel Farage was making something 


of a concession speech in the very 
early hours of June 24, 2016 before 
the tide began to turn - but surely 
those with the most power should 
have known it could happen and that 
we’d need to have some kind of plan 
in place for that eventuality. 

Ever since the result was con¬ 
firmed, there really has been a sense 
of ‘oh wow, it actually happened’ 
from the powers that be. 

You only need to look at the face of 
Boris Johnson in his press conference 
the morning after - the look of a man 
who couldn’t quite believe Brexit was 
a reality. 

So we’re now in a position where 
we have less than 18 months left and 
everything is having to be on an 
accelerated timetable...except very 
little seems to have actually hap¬ 
pened. 

Brexit is likely to have a monumen¬ 
tal impact on all of us and for us here 
in Kent, it’s arguably more important 
than anywhere else that we get it 
right. 

Time is running out and we need 
some kind of certainty soon.

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KCC brands roundabout 
plan 'wholly inadequate' 



PROPOSALS: How Highways England wants to improve junction 5 of the M2

A £102m plan to upgrade a major 
traffic pinch point has hit another 
roadblock after Kent County 
Council branded the proposals 
“wholly inadequate”. 

The statement, which was made 
at a full council meeting at County 
Hall on Thursday, comes as 
another blow for Highways 
England, which this week closed a 
six-week consultation into its plans 
for the Stockbury Roundabout, 
which links junction 5 of the M2 
and the A249 between Maidstone 
and Sittingbourne. 

Its preferred suggestion, ‘option 
12 A, would see the roundabout 
englarged to provide a new 
through route for cars using the 
A249, new dedicated left-turn 
lanes for traffic travelling from the 
A249 southbound to the M2 
London-bound and from the A249 
northbound to the M2 coast- 
bound. 

However, KCC has now joined 
Swale Borough Council in publicly 
denouncing the plans as not fit for 
purpose, instead insisting ‘option 
4’, an A249 flyover, would provide 


the solution. 

Highways England had discard¬ 
ed this option over fears the costs 
would exceed the project’s £100m 
budget. 

KCC’s transport chief Matthew 
Balfour said: “Our analysis shows 
that option 4 is the best solution as 
it will allow for free-flow move¬ 
ments for all the dominant flows 
through the junction. 

“Kent County Council’s response 
to consultation stressed that the 


current preferred option is a missed 
opportunity to address existing 
congestion and is wholly inad¬ 
equate to accommodate further 
growth.” 

Swale West councillor Mike 
Whiting welcomed the announce¬ 
ment and added: “Does the cabinet 
member share my scepticism at the 
ability of Highways England - even 
in the face of opposition from the 
county council, the borough 
council, the local MPs and 


residents - to actually change its 
mind and put forward a scheme 
that would actually do the job?” 

Cllr Balfour said in response: “I 
live in constant optimism that 
Highways England will listen to 
Kent County Council.” 

A Highways England spokesper¬ 
son said: “We welcome all views. 
The point of consultations is to put 
our plans out there for people to 
feed back on and they have done 
exactly that.”

Storm Brian to bring 
gusts and flooding to 
county this weekend 


KENT is likely to be hit by strong 
winds this weekend as Storm Brian 
makes its way to the county. 

Weather chiefs are warning of 
difficult driving conditions, damaged 
or fallen trees and the potential for 
some isolated power outages over the 
coming days, as well as some isolated 
flooding along the coasts. 

The southerly wind will increase 
as the low pressure starts to move 
east, with gusts of 45-55 mph 
expected quite widely across the 
county and as much as 60-70 mph 
near exposed coasts. 

However, Kent is not expected to 
be hit quite as severely as more 
western areas such as Hampshire 
and the Isle of Wight, though 
residents are being advised to take 
precautions over the weekend. 

Looking ahead to Monday, the 
winds will begin to ease but coastal 
areas could still be hit by strong 
gusts, while further rain and drizzle 
is expected for the most of the week. 

The strongest winds are currently 


expected from late-morning through 
to early evening. 

The winds are expected to be 
slightly stronger across more 
western areas before they begin to 
die down toward the end of this 
weekend. 

A spokesperson for the Met Office 
said: “The strong winds, along with 
high tides, could lead to large waves, 
spray and overtopping along the 
coast. 

“The Flood Guidance Statement is 
‘yellow’ to indicate the possibility of 
isolated coastal flooding.” 

Brian’s arrival comes after 
Hurricane Ophelia hit earlier this 
week, killing three people in Ireland 
while also creating a rare dust 
phenomenon which turned skies 
orange across the county on Monday 
(see page 8 of this week’s newspaper 
for the full story). 

The chaos comes almost exactly 
30 years on from the Great Storm of 
1987, which caused severe destruc¬ 
tion across Kent and beyond. 


GROWERS across Kent are being 
urged to complete a survey to help 
union chiefs lobby the government 
over the need for easy access to 
labour post-Brexit.

Business leaders given 
insight into crossing but 
campaigners left fuming

FRESH calls have been made for 
work to progress on the Lower 
Thames Crossing site in the Grave- 
sham countryside. 

Business leaders from the Kent In- 
victa Chamber of Commerce - which 
backed Option C, a bored tunnel 
from Gravesham into Thurrock - 
met with Highways England repre¬ 
sentatives last week to discuss how 
work was progressing. 

The meeting came days after cam¬ 
paigners complained residents were 
being “left in the dark” after early 
drilling work for the tunnel got un¬ 
derway without warning. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent 
Invicta, said: “We have always 
backed the call for a new Lower 
Thames Crossing and it was reassur¬ 
ing to hear that, despite concerns 
over future government expendi¬ 
ture, the treasury has committed 
funding for the team working on the 
project to drive it forward through

the planning and community en¬ 
gagement process.” 

The crossing is expected to cost 
around £6billion and will be built by 
2026, to alleviate some of the traffic 
problems at the Dartford Crossing. 


According to Kent Invicta, Thurs¬ 
day’s presentation sought to address 
concerns among many businesses 
and local politicians that the impact 
on the wider road and transport net¬ 
work was being addressed. 

However, county councillor Bry¬ 
an Sweetland, a member of the Low¬ 
er Thames Crossing Association - a 
group vehemently opposed to the 
crossing - told a meeting this week it 
was “unreasonable” for Highways 
England not to give parish councils 
or residents groups information on 
traffic flows and potential air pollu¬ 
tion on the grounds it “may possibly 
end up on social media”. 

KCC’s transport chief Matthew 
Balfour said in response: “It would 
not be for me to comment on High¬ 
ways England’s attitude to local 
communities, or their ability to re¬ 
lease information. We indeed are 
still looking for much the same stuff 
that the parish councils are too.” 

Highways England told us it was 
“communicating regularly” with lo¬ 
cals and plans further engagement 
with the community next year.

THE much-anticipated celebrity effigy 
at this year’s Edenbridge Bonfire will be 
revealed on November 1. 

The not-for-profit Edenbridge Bonfire 
Society has been poking fun at infa¬ 
mous celebrities for over 20 years in its 
now-traditional event, which attracts 
more than 10,000 people from across 
Kent and beyond each year. 

It sees an 11-metre ‘Guy’ go up in 
flames alongside an effigy of Guy 
Fawkes, all to raise thousands of pounds 
for local charities. 

Past targets have been a real mixture 
of public figures, including Donald 
Trump, Katie Hopkins, Russell Brand, 
Jonathan Ross, both of the Blairs, Katie 
Price, Wayne Rooney, Lance Arm¬ 
strong, Gordon Brown, Anne Robinson, 
and even Saddam Hussein. 

Bookmakers usually offer odds on 
who the ‘Guy’ will be, however they are 
not yet being offered at this stage. 

Likely contenders will be North 
Korean leader Kim Jong-un, foreign 
secretary Boris Johnson and disgraced- 
Holly wood film producer Harvey 
Weinstein. 

The ‘Guy’ will be unveiled briefly on 
the morning of November 1, before 
being dismantled and moved for the 
main bonfire celebration on November 
4. 


Dover council elects 
Morris as new leader 

DOVER District Council has elected Keith Morris 
to succeed Paul Watkins as leader. 

A ward councillor for St Margarets-at-Cliffe, 
Cllr Morris was first elected to the council in 2011 
and has been a cabinet member since 2015. 

Originally from Northumberland, Cllr Morris 
began his working life in the army spending nine 
years in bomb disposal, followed by a short spell 
with the Royal Ulster Constabulary as well as 
roles in Whitehall, where he worked in a number 
of policy jobs mainly in the employment and 
education departments. 

“It’s an honour to be leading the council at such 
an exciting time with new investment and jobs 
across the district,” he said. 

“I look forward to working with the community 
to build on this success to ensure that alongside 
the physical regeneration were now seeing, we 
deliver a step change in opportunities for all.” 

Cllr Watkins announced his retirement last 
month after serving as a councillor for 30 years. 


Wrong-way drunk 
driver killed best man 

A DRUNK driver who killed one of his closest friends 
while heading the wrong way along the M20 has 
been jailed. 

Christopher Clement was twice the legal alcohol 
limit when CCTV captured him driving the wrong 
way down the motorway on March 4 this year. 

His Toyota Corolla was spotted between junctions 
three for West Mailing and four, Leyboume, at around 
3am before colliding with a Volkswagen Touareg, 
which had been travelling in the right direction. 

Mohammed Chowdhury, who had been best man 
at Clement’s wedding, was in the passenger seat of 
the Toyota and died at the scene. 

Analysis showed the 31-year-old, former Warnham 
Grove, Orpington resident’s had 169 milligrams of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of blood. The legal limit is 
80 milligrams. 

Clement admitted to causing death by dangerous 
driving and was sentenced to five years and four 
months in prison and received a lengthy driving ban 
on Wednesday. 


St Olave's suspends 
head as probe begins 

THE head of a highly-selective Orpington grammar 
school has been suspended ahead of a council 
investigation into its controversial removal of 
underperforming students midway through sixth 
form. 

St Olave’s Grammar School confirmed the 
suspension of Aydin Onac on Thursday following 
intense pressure in recent weeks, which saw it 
reverse the decision and allow the affected students 
to return last month. 

Bromley Council said it was launching a probe into 
concerns raised, during which the school’s senior 
leadership team, along with other senior teachers, will 
be responsible for its day-to-day running. 

Chair of the school’s governing body, Dr Paul 
Wright said:' ‘Please remember that this suspension 
is without prejudice and does not presume any 
particular outcome. 

‘ We are committed to full transparency and will be 
cooperating fully with the local authority in this 
matter.” 
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Conman caught using name 
of Sherlock Holmes character

A BROADSTAIRS conman who stole thou¬ 
sands of pounds by impersonating a police¬ 
man was busted after one of his victims real¬ 
ised he was using the name of a character 
from the Sherlock Holmes novels. 

Aaron Cowan, 24, was arrested in April 
after his false name of Inspector Greg 
Lestrade raised suspicions. He was subse¬ 
quently charged with several counts of fraud 
and of impersonating a police office after he 
was found to have obtained cash and goods 
from a number of local businesses. 

Canterbury Crown Court heard how Cow¬ 
an, of Magdala Road, first targeted a mobile 
phone shop in Margate which he claimed 
had been sold a second-hand iPhone that 
had been stolen during a burglary. 

On March 28 he told staff he was seizing 
the phone, which he placed in an evidence 
bag while wearing a false police lanyard and 
identity badge. He then sold the device to an¬ 
other shop for £340. 

The following day he visited a travel agen¬ 
cy in Ramsgate and claimed to be investigat¬ 
ing the supply of fake banknotes. 

After using a pipette to supposedly test the 
four notes that were given to him, he claimed 
they were indeed counterfeit but gave the 


cash back before leaving the store. 

Later that day Cowan attempted the same 
scam at a betting shop in Margate, where he 
left with £4,840 worth of notes that he 
claimed to have been forged. He later re¬ 
turned to collect the hard drive from the 
shop’s CCTV system, which he said would as¬ 
sist in his investigation. Cowan left empty- 
handed following a similar incident at an 
amusement arcade in Margate on April 3. 

Just four days later, he attempted to scam a 
business in Canterbury out of another mo¬ 


bile phone but the manager of the store 
grew suspicious of his motives and of the 
Inspector Lestrade name, and reported 
Cowan to Kent Police. 

A search warrant was executed at his 
home in Broadstairs, where officers seized 
£2,500 cash, an ID badge in the name ofDI 
Greg Lestrade and a number of evidence 
bags among other items that linked him to 
the offences. 

Cowan pleaded guilty to all offences and 
was jailed on Wednesday. 


£4m funding boost 
for medical campus 

MAIDSTONE is to receive a £4m boost to help 
reduce congestion and attract further businesses 
and jobs to Kent Medical Campus. 

The Department for Transport accepted the bid 
submitted by the county and borough councils, 
who say the cash will fund the upgrading of the 
two roundabouts close to Junction 7 at Bearsted 
Road and New Cut Road, and help create new 
jobs at the campus. 

Watchdog called in 
after custody death 

THE death of a 29-year-old man at Tonbridge 
Police Station last Friday has been referred to the 
police watchdog. 

The man suffered a medical incident after being 
arrested at 3pm in Maidstone and was pro¬ 
nounced dead at around 5.45pm. Next of kin have 
been informed. 


Officers 'assaulted' 

A 40-year-old man has been charged with 
assaulting two Kent Police officers. 

Daniel Fulbrook, of Dakota Drive in Chatham, is 
alleged to have attacked the two officers in 
Gillingham on Monday.

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Ophelia’s orange glow lights 
up skies across the county 



DARKENED skies and a red sun 
shone over the county this week, 
but despite some joking of the 
“apocalypse”, the cause of the 
phenomenon was far more serious. 

Dust kicked up from Storm 
Ophelia, which killed three people 
in Ireland, caused the skies to turn 
an orange hue across the country. 

The unusual occurrence was 
seen across much of Kent on 
Monday, with a number of people 
sharing photos and videos online of 
the phenomenon. 

Met Office forecaster Grahame 
Madge explained that the former 
hurricane was pulling air and dust 
up from southern Europe and 
Africa. 

“It’s all connected with Ophelia, 
on the eastern side of the low 
pressure system air is coming up in 


the southern direction,” he said. 

“Air is being pulled from 
southern Europe and Africa and 
that air contains a lot of dust. So it’s 
most likely the appearance of 
sunset at midday is caused by the 


particles scattering the light and 
giving the appearance of a red 
sun.” 

However, a charity warned 
asthma sufferers to stay indoors 
where possible to avoid the dust. 


'Vein problem’ diagnosed 
at hospital as leaky pen 


DARENT Valley Hospital this 
week again urged patients to 
only attend A&E in an emer¬ 
gency, after revealing a man 
recently checked fearing a “vein 
problem” - which turned out to 
be green ink from a leaked pen. 

The hospital in Dartford 
made the plea after seeing 
“huge demand” for its services 
on Monday, just weeks after 
warning nearly 400 patients 
could turn up in a single day, 
without counting ambulance 
arrivals. 

Council leader Jeremy Kite 
also urged patients to “use 
common sense” when arriving 
at A&E. 

A spokesperson said: “Please 
can we remind people that if 
you (or your family members) 
have a condition that is not a 
serious accident or emergency, 


please do not attend the A&E. 

“Recently a gentleman 
arrived in our A&E department 
after finding a green line 
running down his leg. He was 
suffering no other ailments, 
was not in pain or unwell, 
though feared he had a vein 
problem. 

“He was seen by a nurse, who 
examined the green line, got a 
wet wipe and proceeded to 
gently follow the line with the 
wipe, which miraculously 
disappeared. On asking the 
gentleman to check his pockets 
he produced a leaking green 
pen. Please allow our staff to 
treat those who really need 
them, those who are acutely ill. 

“If you choose to attend and 
do not have a serious or life 
threatening condition please be 
prepared for a very long wait.”

THREE tortoises were saved by fire crews 
after a heat lamp sparked a blaze in a 
vivarium in Ashford. 

Firefighters were called to a property in 
Faversham Road, Kennington just before 
8.30am on Thursday and rescued the 
reptiles, who escaped uninjured.

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£75m town centre facelift

A £75m regeneration of 
Dartford’s town centre 
could bring in a cinema, 
hotel and more than 
100 homes. 

Dartford council has partnered 
with Muse Developments for a plan to 
bring the town centre back to life, af¬ 
ter struggling from opposition at 
nearby Blue water. 

The proposals focus on the West- 
gate area of the town centre, with 
buildings and land lying dormant 
since the closure of the Co-op store, 
which could be turned into a 109- 
room hotel. 

Empty land adjacent to Orchard 
Street could be transformed into a 
mixed use development, which would 
boast 140 new homes, a range of bars 
and restaurants as well a six-screen 
cinema. 

The public space would connect Or¬ 
chard Street with Hythe Street via a 
new town square while a pedestrian 
arcade will also link the new town 
square with Kent Road as part of a 
trail of cultural and entertainment 
venues. 

Discussions are also underway be¬ 
tween local health bosses to poten¬ 
tially create a shared facility for GPs, 
family health care, social care and 


mental health services. 

Council leader Jeremy Kite said: 
“So much of what happens in Dart- 
ford is developer-driven and the 
council rarely has sufficient owner¬ 
ship to shape the use of land for the 
benefit of local people. 

“Westgate is different and Muse 
has an amazing track record of creat¬ 
ing spaces that are not only commer¬ 


cially successful but also hugely pop¬ 
ular with people. The council has an 
ambition to create modern spaces 
and facilities which enjoy a direct lin¬ 
eage back to our town’s strong sense 
of family and community. 

“We drew ‘some lines in the sand’ 
such as the retention of the art-deco 
fagade of the former Co-op store and 
the need for practical spaces and fa¬ 


cilities for families. Cinema operators 
made a strong commercial case and 
urged us to find space for them as did 
mid-market quality hotel chains.” 

The name “Westgate” is linked to 
the manor house where Anne of 
Cleves lived between 1553 and 1557. 

A planning application is expected 
to be submitted in the summer of 
2018.

Otterpool consultation report 
suggests widespread opposition 

Bosses behind the controversial garden town project say they will continue to engage with the local 
community ahead of ambitions to submit a formal planning application in the spring of next year

C AMPAIGNERS are calling 
on bosses to halt a contro¬ 
versial garden town project 
after the latest round of con¬ 
sultation suggested wide¬ 
spread opposition. 

The plans for Otterpool Park, close to 
Sellindge and Folkestone Racecourse, 
aim to deliver some 12,000 much- 
needed homes, but campaigners say it 
will devastate existing countryside 
and put a huge strain on roads and 
services. 

Kevin Murray Associates, which 
carried out the consultation earlier 
this summer, published a report this 
week outlining the feedback received - 
the majority of which was comprehen¬ 
sively negative. 

The sample size - a mere fraction of 
the district’s population of circa 
108,000 people - should be noted, but 
the attitude of those most affected by 
the plans has been made crystal clear. 

An overwhelming 81 per cent of re¬ 
sponses received said they had con¬ 
cerns or worries about the approach to 
the project, while a majority of 46 per 
cent disagreed with a notion champi¬ 
oned by Shepway District Council that 
there were key employment and busi¬ 
ness opportunities associated with the 
project. 

The vast majority said they would 


not consider living or working in the 
garden town, nor would they go for lei¬ 
sure or open a business there. 

It follows a poll on our sister website, 
KentNews.co.uk, which as of this week 
showed some 91 per cent of more than 
600 respondents did not support the 
garden town’s development. 

David Plumstead is co-ordinator of 
Otterpool Newtown Coalition cam¬ 
paign group. 

He told KoS: “Those of us that have 
been involved in this sort of work, as I 
have for 30 years, know very well 
when you are batting on a losing wick¬ 
et because you are not getting support. 

“In this case, I can tell you without 
fear that, of the people that know any¬ 
thing about it, there’s virtually total 
opposition. 

“The problem we have is that a very 
large percentage of the people are not 
really aware of what is going on. They 
are too busy with their daily lives. 

“What we have to do is find a forum 
for a real blast at it in the public domain 
to get people to truly wake up. 

“When the Otterpool Park proposal 
first came out about 18 months ago it 
was in the form of an official document 
from the Department for Communities 
and Local Government (DCLG). 

“This is a document produced by a 
major government department and 
clearly states that an application for 
one of these towns has to demonstrate 
the support of local communities, and 
they have not even bothered to ask us. 


“This consultation exercise is very, 
very late in the day, well over a year af¬ 
ter they got their first lot of money and 
it’s all completely wrong.” 

Indeed, only two weeks ago the gov¬ 
ernment released £155,000 in funding 
- on top of significant other sums al¬ 
ready pledged - to help speed up the de¬ 
velopment process, demonstrating a 
clear desire to see the project succeed, 
even though a formal planning appli¬ 
cation is not expected to be submitted 
until the spring. 

However, the DCLG states in its guid¬ 
ance for councils looking to create gar¬ 
den towns that it wants to see “evi¬ 
dence of attractive, well-designed 
places with local support”. 

Hilary Newport, director of the Kent 
division of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said: “I can only hope 
that they will listen to this feedback. 

“The whole ethos of this garden 
town movement is they are supposed 
to be places that are locally-led and 
that they have the blessing of local pop¬ 
ulation, but this project only has the 
blessing of the local council. 

“There definitely seems to be a sense 
that this is being dropped upon them 
from a height.” 

Mr Plumstead insists his fight to stop 
the development is far from over, hav¬ 
ing previously halted planned projects 
to create a holiday village in West 
Wood and expand the A259 through 
Romney Marsh. 

“Both of them already had planning 


permission so we were on the back 
foot, but managed to stop them by 
sheer force and not giving up,” he said. 

“Once you have got a group of people 
with genuine commitment and keep 
up, eventually they trip up, and I’m 
bloody sure they will trip up on this as 
well.” 

Despite the negative feedback, bosses 
insist the project will still be progress¬ 
ing at speed and that further consulta¬ 
tion will take place over the coming 
months to further address concerns. 

Andy Jarrett, spokesperson for Ot¬ 
terpool Park, said: “As we’re all aware, 
councils across the country have the 
obligation to tackle the housing crisis. 

“We must provide for future genera¬ 
tions and the garden town approach 
allows us to do this logically and inno- 
vatively, enabling us to provide the vi¬ 
tal services and facilities from the out¬ 
set to support a new community. The 
need to do this will not disappear, and 
it is our responsibility to address it. 

“We invited the existing communi¬ 
ty, from local residents to business 
groups and organisations, to come and 
meet the team very early on in the 
process. 

“This allowed us to talk to a range of 
people at a time when their thoughts 
and ideas could meaningfully make a 
difference to our work. 

“The framework masterplan being 
created continues to be informed by 
these ideas. Given the size of the project, 
it is important that careful considera¬ 


tion and time is taken to get this right. 

“As yet, detailed work continues on a 
number of the key issues being raised 
by some local residents. 

“When conclusions are drawn - 
based on research, consultation with 
suppliers, and the community - we 
look forward to sharing how feedback 
has shaped the plans, and how we will 
address the points raised by concerned 
residents. 

“The attendance at the drop-in ses¬ 
sions may not be statistically repre¬ 
sentative of the population of Shepway 
district so in addition to our sessions 
with local residents, our engagement 
has extended across a wide range of 
groups in Shepway. 

“Workshops with local business and 
civic representatives and separate ses¬ 
sions with young people in colleges 
and schools allowed us to collect 
exciting ideas from a diverse mix of 
people. 

“Organisations such as East Kent 
College, Shepway Business Advisory 
Board and the Creative Foundation 
have all offered their support for the 
project and its vision to meet the needs 
of our young people and encourage 
economic growth in the area. 

“Over the coming months, we’ll con¬ 
tinue to speak with everyone with an 
interest in Otterpool Park, including 
those who have so far been a part of 
our formal community engagement 
events, as well as new groups and indi¬ 
viduals.”

Government accused of lacking 
direction on borders post-Brexit 


A former Border Force chief admitted to a Commons committee this week the necessary programme 
for seamless trade at Kent’s ports may not be completed when we leave the EU for good in 18 months

A BREXIT programme to 
help trade flow seamlessly 
through Kent’s ports may 
not be completed by the 
time Britain formally 
leaves the European Union in 2019, it 
has been claimed. 

The government was this week ac¬ 
cused of not providing direction or 
enough certainty for industry leaders 
as fears of gridlock on the county’s 
roads continue to mount with just 18 
months to go until the country is out of 
the EU for good. 

A debate was held in the House of 
Commons on Monday night, where a 
panel including Dover MP Charlie El- 
phicke, and a range of experts includ¬ 
ing representatives from Eurotunnel 
and the Road Haulauge Association 
(RHA), discussed the need for immedi¬ 
ate action to prepare for Brexit. 

The Port of Dover recently warned in 
a video at the Conservative Party con¬ 
ference that queues of lorries will 
stretch back some 17 miles across 
Kent’s roads if ministers fail to negoti¬ 
ate a deal with Brussels. 

Likewise, a report by consultancy 
firm Oxera claimed that the county 
could become gridlocked by an “al- 
most-permanent instigation of Opera¬ 
tion Stack”. 


During the panel discussion, mem¬ 
bers agreed it was in “everybody’s in¬ 
terest” for lorries to travel quickly 
across the Channel, but admitted con¬ 
cerns with progress stalling and the 
clock rapidly ticking. 

Former Border Force director gener¬ 
al, Tony Smith, said: “The main rea¬ 
sons programmes fail is a lack of clear 
scope or direction about what it is 
you’re trying to achieve. 

“[We need] a common purpose 
across a group of people, some continu¬ 
ity in leadership, a proper governance 
structure so everybody know’s who’s 
accountable to who for what, and prop¬ 
er stakeholder engagement with the 
people that really understand and 
know the business. 

“Those are the things we need to 
watch out for. This is a programme, it’s 
a massive change programme and I’m 
not sure we’re going to get it all done by 
March 2019, but I really want to make 
sure we get the programme set up prop¬ 
erly.” 

Concerns that the government had 
not done enough to prepare since the 
vote to leave last June were raised, with 
bosses complaining of a lack of engage¬ 
ment over the past 16 months. 

Essex MP Bernard Jenkin said he be¬ 
lieved the government was “paralysed 
by fear [following the referendum re¬ 
sult] and did not know what to do” but 
insisted progress was now beginning to 
be made. 


Mark Johnson, international for¬ 
warding director at haulier, Kuehne + 
Nagel, hailed Mr Elphicke for organis¬ 
ing the panel but admitted frustration 
it had taken so long to get a seat at the 
discussion table. 

“I am glad the logistics industry fi¬ 
nally has a voice,” he said. 

“We’ve had fantastic engagement 
with the bodies that represent our in¬ 
dustry but this is the first forum we’ve 
been to, and yet we represent UK pic. 

“We can expand to cover what we 
need to cover, but we need to know 
what we need to know.” 

John Keefe, director of public affairs 
at Eurotunnel, added: “It was a very 
slow start. We have been knocking on 
doors every single day, we have been 
grabbing people in lobbies and telling 
them. 

“By force or willpower we have got 
ourselves in front of the of the right peo¬ 
ple at the front of the negotiations and 
there is a better contact but not any¬ 
where near what it needs to be. 

“Government should be inviting key 
players to more forums like this.” 

Karen Wheeler, director general for 
border coordination at HMRC since 
July, conceded that discussions were 
happening “later than it should have 
been” but insisted the government was 
committed to seeing the flow of vehicles 
operating “as well on Day One [of Brex¬ 
it] as they did Day Minus One and all 
the time before”. 


She added that she was keen to have 
follow-up conversations with industry 
chiefs, and that meetings with ports 
and airports were ongoing over the 
coming weeks. 

Richard Burnett, chief executive of 
the RHA, which represents the truck¬ 
ing industry, replied: “You need to have 
a steering group of people that know 
and understand the processes, people 
that know and understand what func¬ 
tionality is required. 

“We then choose between us the best 
processes that will get us there quicker 
as opposed to waiting to see what’s go¬ 
ing to happen and panicking at the last 
minute. 

“I think this needs a cross-industry 
group that comes together to advise 
and guide you in terms of what’s the 
best and most practical way of doing 
this.” 

Conservative MP Mr Elphicke, de¬ 
fended the government’s response, 
however. 

He told KoS after the meeting: “This 
was incredibly useful to get a strong 
sense of what is needed to make sure 
that we are ready on Day One, deal or 
no deal, prepared for every eventuality, 
and the answer is systems and certain¬ 
ty. 

“I thought it was fantastic that the 
director general who is in charge of 
borders planning for when we leave the 
EU came along to listen and engaged, it 
showed how HMRC are really positive 


and leading the way. 

“We’ve got 18 months to go, good dis¬ 
cussions going on, a lot of thought has 
gone into what needs to happen and I 
think things are moving forward at 
pace. 

“Brexit is the most important project 
our nation has undertaken since the 
Second World War. 

“We know there’s only 18 months to 
go but we also know as British people 
we can come together and unite, and 
when we are united there is no obstacle 
that we cannot overcome, no challenge 
that we cannot meet, and I know that 
we can do this. 

“There are massive opportunities for 
our country in the years to come, be¬ 
cause everyone knows 90 per cent of 
future world economic growth is com¬ 
ing from outside the EU, and that the 
EU’s global share of GDP has halved in 
the last 40 years, so the future is global. 

“We need to have world class cus¬ 
toms systems, we need to have world 
class border controls so we can find 
Visa over-stayers and stop criminals 
breaking into the country, and every¬ 
one in Kent knows we need to have 
world class roads, we cannot have a 
situation where we continually have to 
put up with the horrors of Operation 
Stack. 

“That’s why I’ve been banging the 
drum for the government to invest in 
Kent because it’s time we had our fair 
share.”

Halloween and 
how it became 
far more than 
trick or treat 

Businesses around the county are eyeing up the 
spooky season as a key opportunity between 
the end of summer and the great Christmas 
rush. But in the age of instant social media, they 
tell us why getting it spot on is absolutely crucial

H ALLOWEEN in Kent is now far 
from a night of casual trick or 
treating for kids in the local 
neighbourhood - big business 
now wants a slice of the pumpkin 

pie too. 

Gone are the days of cheap props, and in has 
come supermarkets and other retail giants 
flogging sophisticated and ever-more horrific 
animatronics of monsters, ghouls and beasts. 

It was only a matter of time before Kent at¬ 
tractions got on board. 

Some regard October as something of a 
‘dead zone’ between summer holidays and the 
mayhem of Christmas, but ‘scare zones’ have 
now arrived to fill that void. 

Those who have tried and failed to run win¬ 
ter wonderlands to capture the snowy glory of 
Lapland have provided valuable intelligence 
on how to run a Halloween evening. 

In these days of instant social media, unfa¬ 
vourable reviews can sound the death-knell of 
any attraction before the critic has even left 
the gate for a disappointed trip home. 

Many Halloween attractions in Kent keep it 
all very gentle for young children making for a 
fun family outing, but some are going for the 
adults with genuinely terrifying nights. 

Market analysts Mintel found Brits spent 
£310 million on Halloween in 2016, up five 
per cent on the previous year. 

This year promises to be even higher as 
more and more get into the spirit of it all, with 
40 per cent of us spending big on Halloween. 

Mintel analyst Alice Goody said: “The value 
of the Halloween market is set to continue ris¬ 
ing as retailers continue to dedicate more 
space in store to their seasonal ranges. 

“It provides a good excuse for a party, driv¬ 
ing retail spend on food and drink, as well as 
money on going out.” 

Like all businesses though, it can be cut¬ 
throat. 

Miguel Fenton, head of marketing at the 
Hop Farm, Paddock Wood, used to do an adult 
Halloween night with proper scares but 
stopped. 

He said: “Most of the areas we used for the 
event we have now rented out long term, 
which is far more profitable. 

“We do still run Halloween Half Term Fun 
for children and families which is always very 
popular.” 


That leaves the scare masters. Chatham’s 
Fort Amherst dates back to Napoleonic times. 

Eddie Sampson is director of art and per¬ 
formance at the Fort’s Halloween Horrors 
2017 Underground Event. 

He told us: “We have been doing this since 
1982, and it has taken off so much now that 
we have started to sell tickets much earlier. 

“Our reputation for putting on evenings 
that absolutely terrify visitors is spreading 
rapidly. We are even represented at horror 
conventions. 

“I come from a horror background and over 
the decades have learned what the adult pub¬ 
lic expect from a Halloween evening. 

“We have a team of actors who have done 
this with us for a while and they know exactly 
how much to scare the guests. 

“We don’t want any heart attacks, but we do 
want them to be scared - that’s what they ex¬ 
pect and that’s what they get. And the grow¬ 
ing ticket sales shows we are getting it right. 

“Social media is so fast and can be damag¬ 
ing, but because we are a charity that concen¬ 
trates on keeping our guests happy, we are 
pleased with the way things are going online. 

“You have to get it right, or it will fail. At 
Fort Amherst, I think we have got it just right. 
The right actors, equipment, and attitude of all 
the volunteers involved ensure this is the best 
Halloween experience in Kent.”

DREAMLAND’S transformation to 
Screamland has gained a great 
reputation.

“Screamland is Kent’s biggest 
scare festival as the park takes on 
a darker identity with a fully 
immersive and interactive scare 
experience. 

“Many of our rides are themed 
and this year we will also be 
hosting live music and DJs on the 
Scenic Stage. 

“There is also a 'No Scare’ with 
unlimited ride access plus all the 
on park entertainment and music. 
There are also six specially 
designed scare mazes providing 
a few jumps. 

“Our production team has spent 


a lot of time researching and 
testing different things out, 
travelling far and wide to put as 
many ideas in the pot as possible. 

“We carefully recruit the best 
scare actors in the business and 
timing is a crucial factor in 
ensuring the scare is hitting the 
full quota of people at the right 
time. 

“There is also plenty of variety 
so some people are afraid of 
clowns, others like a strong 
believable narrative and 
others simply may not like the 
dark. 

“It’s important to play to a 
wide-range of what is thought of 
as scary so that we can reach a 
broad audience. 

“Social media is vital for us and 
we’re using this as a primary tool 
for attracting visitors and for 
outlining the experience that will 
be delivered.” 


Carrie Malone is the Operations 
Manager at Quex Park in Birching- 
ton, which is holding its Ouextreme 
night for the second time. 

She said: “Managing customer ex¬ 
pectation is hard. Popular themes 


help, along with what’s hot in the 
word of media.” 

Asked if they see Halloween as a 
stop-gap between traditional sea¬ 
sons, she said: “I believe so” and add¬ 
ed: “Demand is high. Competition is 


high - more attractions are offering it 
now. 

“It is more important to get it right 
because of the competition. Social 
media can ruin events and attrac¬ 
tions.” 


John Harris, at Broadditch Farm 
Shop, New Barn Road, Southfleet, 
runs Broadwitch Hauntfest, a popu¬ 
lar ‘jump’ event. 

He said: “We have followed Ameri¬ 
ca’s lead in celebrating. We have host¬ 


ed five haunted attractions here at 
Broadwitch, each of these is themed 
differently to offer a unique experi¬ 
ence.

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HOW TO SCARE UP A FORTUNE 


SINEAD Hanna, head of market¬ 
ing at Visit Kent, told us: “Hallow¬ 
een is certainly not the off season 
for tourism. 

“It has always been a very 
popular time for attractions as it 
traditionally falls within the 
autumn half term for schools, 
when most attractions are still 
open and thousands of families 
are looking for something fun to 
do. 

“We see Kent attractions 
pushing the boat out adding 
different dimensions to appeal to 
all ages, such as fancy dress 
competitions, 'spooky’ trails, craft 
classes and workshops, and 
seasonal events.

“A large percentage of our custom¬ 
ers return each year so it is important 
to re-invent and inspire with subtle 
changes and innovations. 

“Pneumatics form the base of our 
interactive ideas; the creative theme- 
ing is inspired by a dedicated small 
team. 

“We regularly attend one of the 
major Halloween shows in the US to 
research and pick up ideas which we 
can then put our own twist on. 

“Everyone is unique and reacts to 
different scares be it startle scares, 
whispering in your ear or chainsaws. 
A good mix of all scares is important. 

“Pricing needs to be sensible to do 
this and so encourage repeat busi¬ 
ness.” 


“As well as events for children, 
there has been an increase in 
adult events. 

“A growing trend is ‘live action 
scare’ events. Running a success¬ 
ful scare event is no small feat, 
and we are fortunate to have some 
exceptionally high quality events 
in Kent such as the scare tunnels 
at Fort Amherst, Contagion at The 
Canterbury Tales, and the 
incredible ‘Screamland’ Margate. 

“Like Christmas and Easter, 
Halloween is a very exciting and 
lucrative time of year for tourism 
businesses - and people might be 
surprised at just how much is 
happening in the county at this 
time of year.” 


Diana Holford, event manager for 
English Heritage looks after Dover 
Castle, which runs a Haunted Castle 
event at £19.40 for adults and £11.60 
for children. 

“Halloween has always been a big 
part of our annual events pro¬ 
gramme, partly because many of our 
ancient sites have spooky connec¬ 
tions,” she said. 

“Dover Castle for example is reput¬ 
ed to be one of the most haunted cas¬ 
tles in England. 

“The growing popularity for mark¬ 
ing Halloween means more people 
are looking for an event. 

“We pride ourselves on the histori¬ 
cal authenticity of our events, which 
are linked directly with the castle his¬ 
tory. 

“We are always looking for new

ideas. We have one of the longest run¬ 
ning and best respected events pro¬ 
grammes going, so we know what 
genuinely makes spines tingle - and 
what doesn’t.” 

Kent Life said: “Key attraction play¬ 
ers such as Merlin and Tulley’s have 
successfully diversified their attrac¬ 
tions so last year, we launched an 
adult-only scare event across our 28 
acres. 

“Most of our investment is in staff¬ 
ing and our volunteers attend ‘zom¬ 
bie school’. 

“Scare levels vary massively from 
one person to the next. We find that 
building suspense and anticipation is 
key. 


“Creating fear in a group is vital as 
their apprehension levels feed off each 
other.” 

It added: “Autumn is a packed time 
of year for us with plenty of seasonal 
events already in place. 

“Demand is high. We ran two 
nights of adult only events last year, 
and have increased this to five. We lis¬ 
ten to feedback to make improve¬ 
ments. 

“It’s best to under promise and over 
deliver.” 

Clare Singer at Groombridge Place 
said: “It’s a holiday everyone can get 
involved in and has actually over tak¬ 
en Valentine’s Day as the third largest 
holiday in the UK. 


“There is so much competition now 
with attractions to get that spooky 
pound so you have to be ahead of the 
game. Getting the props and enter¬ 
tainment right is key. 

“It is harder to judge what makes 
people jump, but senses are a good 
start. Take away the ability to see, 
and imagination takes over - a dark 
room, creepy lighting and you are 
sure to have people afraid of the un¬ 
known and what could happen to 
them in the dark. 

“It is definitely a holiday that many 
venues are building on to attract 
more footfall after the summer and 
before the Christmas holiday begins. 

“Providing a themed event is key.”

T HE county’s finest 
producers descended on the 
Ashford International 
Hotel on Monday evening 
for the fifth Kent Life and 
Kent on Sunday Food & Drink Awards. 

The glitzy black-tie ceremony 
celebrates the best the region’s food 
and drink industry has to offer, 
including local producers and 
suppliers, small farming businesses, 
chefs, restaurants, pubs and hoteliers 
- all of which are nominated by 
readers. 

Having narrowed down a shortlist 
for the categories celebrating the 
greatest in food and drink producers 
and providers around the county, the 
winners were selected by a panel of 
high-profile individual judges, who all 
live and work in Kent. 

The winners were announced by 
BBC Radio Kent presenter Andy 
Garland in front of an audience of 
some 200 people, following a three- 
course meal. 

Chapter One in Locksbottom 
scooped the prestigious Restaurant of 
the Year gong, to cap an incredible 
few weeks for chef Andy McLeish, 
who along with business partner 
Marcel Faulstich took ownership of 
the fine-dining eatery last month. 

They told us afterwards: “What 
makes Chapter One special is our 
passion for the restaurant business, 


and that’s what’s going to carry us 
forward. 

“Kent is where we are based and we 
are very proud of using local produce. 
As a matter of fact, we were tasting 
quite a few local wines and we 
probably want to add them to our 
wine list as well. 

“Chapter One is going to be the 
number one restaurant in the south 
east going forward. Watch this space.” 

Kent Food and Drink Hero of the 
Year went to Jonathan Neame of 
Faversham brewery Shepherd Neame 
- a gong designed to recognise an 
individual who has made a lasting 
contribution to the county’s food and 
drink community. 

Steve Whitney, from Whits of 
Walmer, won Chef of the Year and told 
us why he believes the county 
continues to produce the very best. 

“I’m a Kent boy, I went to Thanet 
Technical College, moved to London, 
moved abroad, came back, got fed up 
with London and decided to buy down 
in Kent. 

“I just love this part of the world, I 
couldn’t live anywhere else. Kent is it 
for me. 

“Where our restaurant is you’ve got 
this fantastic coastline that goes all 
the way up to Whitstable and further, 
with beautiful beaches, and then on 
the other side you’ve got fantastic 
countryside that have got all your 
fruit and veg. It’s all there.” 

Judges were looking for a talented 
individual who can demonstrate their 
own flair and expertise to produce 


high-quality dishes, and deemed The 
Kings Head, Wye worthy winners. 

Scott Richardson and Mark 
Lightfoot said: “We work with local 
suppliers, that’s the foundation of the 
business. 

“We’re really proud of using 
everything local. We’re not from this 
industry so we’ve got a different 
perspective, and we’ve got quite open 
eyes. 

“What we didn’t realise, but 
certainly do now, is what we’ve got in 
Wye is phenomenal, and what Kent 
has got is ridiculous. 

“We moved out of London and 
moved to Hertfordshire but it’s got 
nothing on Kent. The people, 
producers, customers, envrionment, 
it’s just a really nice place to own a 
business and be successful. 

“We might not be from Kent but 
we’re here and embedded in the local 
community and we want to live the 
Kentish life.” 

Elsewhere, Cliftonville scooped the 
Farmer’s Market of the Year gong, 
Roost Restaurant and Cafe won the 
Family Dining Award, The Heath 
Stores, Horsmonden won Best 
Independent Food and Drink Retailer 
of the Year and Farm Shop of the Year 
went to Groombridge. 

Hendricks of Hythe, a chocolaterie 
specialising in hand-rolled and 
moulded truffle chocolates, claimed 
the Outstanding Customer Service of 
the Year award. 

Owner Tamsin Cullen said the 
secret to her success was “attention to 


detail and going the extra mile for our 
customers”. 

She added: “It’s absolutely fabulous, 
especially as we were winners last 
year so I’m really happy to be 
recognised for a second year 
running.” 

Elsewhere, The Bow Window won 
Independent Cafe/Tea Room of the 
Year and said the victory “put Lenham 
on the map”, while Laura Bounds of 
Kent Crisps, winner of Product/ 
Producer of the Year, said her triumph 
was “an incredible achievement”. 

She added: “Kent is just full of 
amazing wine, chocolate, restaurants, 
it’s absolutely brimming with 
amazing producers so we’re very 
fortunate.” 


Finally, Newcomer of the Year went 
to Houdini’s Magic Bar in Broadstairs, 
which is the first venue of its kind 
anywhere in the south east. 

Owner Sam Watson said: “It’s 
something completely different, every 
night is magic night. This is our first 
year and it’s been so much hard work 
but now it’s paid off.” 

Summing up the evening, presenter 
Andy Garland said: “It’s great to be 
back hosting these prestigious awards 
for the third year in a row in such a 
valuable venue. 

“The quality has been absolutely 
outstanding and we’re really pleased 
with the time and effort that our 
readers have taken in nominating 
their favourite businesses.”

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Boris takes European delegates 
on boat trip at Chevening House 

Despite desperate pleas from his wife to stay on dryland, the foreign secretary was snapped taking 
guests from the continent for a spin in a rowing boat at his plush Sevenoaks residence last weekend

B ORIS Johnson took an im¬ 
promptu boat trip with a 
foreign counterpart at his 
official Kent residence last 
Sunday - despite desperate 
pleas from his wife to stay on dry 
land for fear they would be drowned. 

During a walk around the estate 
at Chevening House, near Seven- 
oaks, the foreign secretary tried to 
encourage ministers from eight Eu¬ 
ropean allies to join him for a spin 
out in a rowing boat. 

After Mr Johnson pushed the ves¬ 
sel out on to the water, wife Marina 
Wheeler tried to persuade him to 
head to the house with the delega¬ 
tion. 

Taking him by the arm, the barris¬ 
ter said: “Come on, they have got a 
programme. We don’t want to 
drown... we are not drowning the 
foreign ministers, come on.” 

But Mr Johnson soon headed back 
to the boat where he suffered a ward¬ 


robe malfunction more commonly 
associated with builders while hold¬ 
ing it steady for the Czech Republic’s 
deputy foreign minister Ivo Sramek. 

Joining Mr Sramek in the dinghy, 
Mr Johnson said the paddle would be 
a “tremendous success” before 
spending a couple of minutes rowing 
round the lake. 

As well as the Czech minister, Mr 
Johnson was hosting counterparts 
from Bulgaria, Croatia, Hungary, 
Poland, Romania, Slovakia and Slov¬ 
enia at the grace and favour house - 
around eight miles from Orpington, 
the constituency seat held by his 
brother Jo - for talks on European se¬ 
curity. 

He said: “Our departure from the 
EU will make no difference to Brit¬ 
ain’s unconditional and immovable 
commitment to the security and de¬ 
fence of Europe. 

“This meeting was a further dem¬ 
onstration that the UK is a vital part¬ 
ner in the security of our continent.” 

Chevening House has played host 
to a number of meetings between 
senior government ministers and 


business figures in recent months, 
mostly to discuss the impact of leav¬ 
ing the European Union. 

Back in June, Mr Johnson was 
spotted meeting defence secretary 
and constituency MP Sir Michael 


Fallon at local pub The Bricklayers 
Arms in Chipstead. 

The pair were then caught chat¬ 
ting on a bench overlooking the Riv¬ 
er Darent, sparking rumours the 
former London mayor was planning 


to relaunch a leadership bid with 
criticism of Theresa May growing 
louder. 

These claims were swiftly denied, 
as sources said Mr Johnson “regu¬ 
larly sees Michael when he is staying 
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Old Prince of Orange

at Chevening”. 

However, criticism of the foreign 
secretary has ramped up again in re¬ 
cent weeks, particularly during the 
Conservative Party conference ear¬ 


lier this month, with Faversham and 
Mid Kent MP Helen Whately admit¬ 
ting it was “unhelpful that he was 
getting headlines” in the run-up to 
Mrs May’s now-infamous keynote 


speech. 

Dover MP Charlie Elphicke refused 
to be drawn on whether he was frus¬ 
trated by Mr Johnson’s behaviour, 
simply telling us: “Boris is a great 


charismatic figure, he is foreign sec¬ 
retary and we need all our best play¬ 
ers on the pitch.” 

Chevening locals have previously 
revealed it is no secret when minis¬ 


ters are in town, as they come with a 
huge security presence, and visitors 
approaching the gates of the 115- 
room estate are confronted by an 
armed guard.

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Warning over blocked chimneys 

Crews have tackled 91 chimney fires in Kent already this year, and with winter rapidly approaching, 
those of us with open fires are being told to take precautions and help minimise the potential risks

A S temperatures begin to 
plummet, homeowners 
with an open fire are be¬ 
ing warned they could 
be exposed to lethal 
burnt gases if their chimney is 
blocked. 

Even a partial block can send gases 
back into the home, and chiefs are 
growing concerned with 91 chimney 
fires recorded in Kent already this 
year, before the cold season has even 
arrived. 

The solution, crews say, is to get a 
professional chimney sweep round 
before winter truly bites, and have 
the entire system spruced up. 

No blockages and no build-up of 
soot from previous years, will help 
ensure a safer winter, says Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Group manager for Community 
Safety, Colin King, said: “It is around 
this time of year that we start to 
see chimney fires as people start 
lighting their open fires in their 
homes again. 

“We are advising residents who do 
use open fires or wood burning stoves 
to have their chimneys and flues 


swept regularly by a professional 
chimney sweep. 

“It is easy to overlook the fact that a 
build-up of soot and ash left over from 
previous fires can lead to the chimney 
catching alight, presenting a real risk 
to your home and family. 

“We also advise residents to con¬ 
sider having the condition of your 
chimney checked to ensure it is safe 
and to ensure they follow our chim¬ 
ney fire safety advice when using this 
method to heat their homes. 

“Please also ensure you have work¬ 
ing smoke alarms fitted on every floor 
of your property to give you the 
early warning needed in the event of 
a fire.” 

Russ Avery has run Sootingbourne 
Sweeps in Sittingbourne for two years 
after leaving a career in IT and told 
KoS that demand in recent months 
has gone through the roof. 

“We have never been busier and it 
shows people are worried about keep¬ 
ing the risks of fire in their chimneys 
to an absolute minimum, and for 
good reason,” he said. 

“Many insurance companies are 
finally getting the word out there. 
They have been telling people with 
open fires that they should get their 
chimneys swept regularly. 

“If they don’t and there is a fire in 


the chimney, there could be a chance 
they will not be covered for damage 
caused. 

“And as I charge between £40 and 
£60 as most do, why would you not 
get it done? It makes perfect sense to 
keep a chimney clean. Soot build up 
can ignite causing major damage to a 
building and everything inside.” 

Simon McDowell at Simon Sweeps 
Kent in Gillingham charges £50, and 
is also licensed by the insurance in¬ 
dustry. 

He told us: “I use a CCTV system to 
inspect the chimneys inside, and 
some people are shocked when I show 
them their white bricks which indi¬ 
cate there has been a fire at some 
stage. 

“It is not just soot build up, but also 
birds building nests that can cause 
problems. 

“I still can’t believe anyone would 
put their lives at risk for such a small 
outlay. 

“My business is picking up and I ex¬ 
pect to be busy for a long time to 
come.” 

Carla Bennett runs River Chimney 
Sweep near Dover with her partner 
Marcus Wright, and they charge £30 
or £40 if there is travel involved.

“We are booked up until November 
at the moment,” Ms Bennett said. 

“A growing number of insurance 
companies do like home owners to 
have proper certificates to show peo¬ 
ple have had their chimneys done 
properly, which we do. 

“We are getting a lot of new busi¬ 


ness from word of mouth referrals, 
and people who just find us, plus 
there are our regulars. 

“It makes sense to get a chimney 
swept every year, just to be on the safe 
side. 

“The latest craze is getting wood 
burners, and so that keeps us incred¬ 
ibly busy.” 

Latest figures from the Department 


for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment show that 294 people died in 
fires in England during 2015, an in¬ 
crease of 21 per cent compared with 
the 242 deaths recorded in 2014 and 
the largest increase since figures 
were published in 2001-02. 

Tragically, that rise came after a 
decade of falling numbers from a 
peak of 469 in 2003. 


IT’S quite simple - a build up of 
deposits. 

This can be soot from coal, and 
a sticky tar from wood. Add in the 
possibility of passing birds 
inadvertently dropping nest-build- 
ing materials and general dust, it 
is clear a flue and chimney is 
destined for a blockage at some 
stage over the years. 

With a professional sweep 
costing well under £100, the fire 
brigade says getting them cleaned 
is painfully obvious. 

And although it is not yet a full 
stipulation for insurance compa¬ 
nies, the Fire Protection Associa¬ 
tion also recommends sweeping 
just to be on the safe side and 
reduce risks. 

And those risks are consider¬ 
able. Hot spots in chimneys can 
happen along their whole length, 
but the loft area is a favourite. 

A fire there can break through 
brickwork and the flames could 
destroy everything in that area, 
and the roof, said Kent Fire and 
Rescue. 

A chimney is often a load- 
bearing'backbone’ in many 
properties, and a roaring fire 
inside could cause a major 
collapse. 

That lethal smoke laced with 
carbon monoxide has to go 
somewhere and if the chimney is 
blocked, it will flood back in to the 
home, creating a fatal, often 
invisible fog. 

Just a few breaths can render 
someone initially unconscious and 


eventually kill them where they 
lay. 

In Kent at least, people seem to 
be getting the message. In 2010, 
there were 338 chimney fires. It 
reduced to 250 in the following 
two years, but there was a sharp 
rise again in 2013 to 314. Things 
improved in 2014 when it declined 
to 188. 

A fire spokesman said: “From 
January 1, 2015 to December 31, 
2015 KFRS attended 190 chimney 
fires, and 178 in 2016. 

“So far this year, crews have 
attended 91 chimney fires, but this 
is forecast to increase in the 
forthcoming weeks and months as 
the weather cools down and open 
fires and wood burning stoves are 
lit more frequently.” 

KFRS group manager for 
community safety, Colin King, 
added: ' ‘It is easy to overlook the 
fact that a build-up of soot and ash 
left over from previous fires can 
lead to the chimney catching 
alight, presenting a real risk to 
your home and family.” 

He said sweep chimneys 
annually, get a working carbon 
monoxide detector, and only burn 
appropriate fuels, avoiding 
rubbish like paper and things like 
crisp bags. 

A roaring noise not previously 
heard before is an early indication 
of a chimney fire. If it happens, get 
everyone out and dial 999, is 
always the best advice.

The importance of maintaining 
the front door to your home 

Refreshing your home’s entrance is a big job but can make a huge difference in making it stand out 
from the rest on your street. Here, we provide five top tips on how to get the job done effectively

HANKS to the property 
programmes on telly, we 
know all about kerb appeal 
these days. 

There’s no better place 
to start than your front door. If it’s 
been looking shabby for a while and 
you’ve been meaning to sort it, now’s 
the perfect time - before the dark and 
wet evenings set in. It’s not as daunt¬ 
ing as you might think... 

Tip 1: Timing is everything 

The only reason our front door got 
done is because we blocked out two 
consecutive weekends to tackle it (it 
was in pretty horrible nick). If you 
don’t make the time to start it and get 
it finished, you’ll regret it - an unfin¬ 
ished door is much uglier than one 
that needs painting. Get it done be¬ 
fore the weather gets too cold, as 
you’ll need your front door open for as 
long as possible while the paint dries. 

Tip 2: Stock up on all the kit 
you need 

Get all your gear ready before you 
start. Here’s what you’ll need: 


80-120 grit sandpaper - I usually 
buy these in rolls, as I use it so regu¬ 
larly at work, but you can also buy it 
in sheets. 

Rags - it’s a dusty job and you’ll 
need to rub off dust while you work. 
Have a vacuum cleaner handy too. 

Plastic dust sheet for your porch or 
hall. If someone opens your back door 
while the front door is open, you’ll 
pull a dust cloud through the house. 

If your door’s in particularly bad 
condition, use a two-part wood filler 
before undercoating. Do not use dec¬ 
orators’ caulk, as it’s not appropriate 
for front doors. 

Paint primer and an undercoat to 
prepare your surface. However, you 
won’t need both of these separately if 
you get a primer undercoat (more on 
that in a minute). 

Paint for the door. 

You’ll mostly use a two-inch syn¬ 
thetic bristle brush, but you’d be bet¬ 
ter off getting a paint brush set - they 
don’t cost much and you’ll need the 
one-inch brush for cutting-in win¬ 
dows if you have them. 

White spirit or brush cleaner for 
cleaning brushes. 

Stanley knife blade - very useful for 


cleaning spots of paint off glass - just 
don’t cut your fingers. 

Tip 3: Choose the best paint 
If you’re painting your front door, 
you’ll need exterior gloss. This is far 
harder-wearing than interior gloss 
and well worth the money. And if 
you’re going to all this trouble, why 
not be bold with your colour? I paint¬ 
ed my door bright red and it cheers 
me up every time I see it. Plus, when 
I’m in a cab, I can say, ‘The house 
with the red door please’, as it’s the 
only one in our street! 

Whatever paint you choose, make 
sure you get the same brand primer 
undercoat to go with the top coat. 
Paints are designed to work together 
for the best results and, in some cases, 
can be completely incompatible be¬ 
tween brands. I recommend Sikkens 
Paint. Apparently, this is the paint 
used on Number 10 Downing Street’s 
door. I got mine from my local suppli¬ 
ers Designer Colours (they colour- 
matched the primer undercoat for 
me, too) but it’s available at lots of 
other stores, as well. 

Tip 4: Paint in the right order 
It may seem obvious, but this guide 
is only for painting the front of your 


door. Save the inside for another time. 

Prepare the outside of the door on 
day one, by removing all the door fur¬ 
niture then sanding it all over (being 
careful not to scratch your glass- 
work), wood-filling if necessary and 
dusting it down with your rags. Start 
painting early in the day to get maxi¬ 
mum drying time. 

Don’t overload your brush with 
paint - you’ll get drips all over the 
floor and it’ll run on the door. First, 
paint all the mouldings and cut into 
the windows (if you have any) using 
the one-inch brush. As you look at 
the door, you’ll see horizontal lengths 
of wood - ‘rails’ - that fit into vertical 
lengths called ‘stiles’. Often down the 
middle of a door, you’ll also have a 
length of wood called a ‘muntin’. If 
the door has them, paint the muntins 
first, using long, sweeping motions, 
then start ‘laying off’ the paint using 
one long, continuous stroke back into 
the paint you’ve put on the door. 

Next, paint the rails. Once you’ve 
painted all the rails, you can paint 
the stiles, so that the edge where each 
rail finishes is painted over on the 
stile - this will give you a good finish. 
While you’re painting the stiles, paint 


the hinge edge of the door at the same 
time. 

Tip 5: Leave your door to dry 
properly 

For a front door, I use two layers of 
primer undercoat and one coat of 
gloss. The undercoat is touch-dry af¬ 
ter two hours, but I always leave the 
door open for as long as possible, be¬ 
fore closing it to go to bed. I let it dry 
properly for 18 hours, then give the 
door a fine-sand, rub-off with a rag, 
and repeat the process. 

Use a wedge to prop the door open 
while it dries and if you need to be 
elsewhere in the house, put on the in¬ 
ternal security chain. For the gloss 
layer, it takes 24 hours to dry proper¬ 
ly, so you will need to sleep with the 
door very slightly wedged open and 
the internal chain on. If you don’t 
want to risk that, leave it for as long 
as possible, but you may need to do 
some touching-up the next day. 

Once everything is dried and set, 
you can re-fix your door furniture 
and you’re done. Incidentally, while 
you’re painting your front door, you 
tend to meet just about every neigh¬ 
bour in your road - just don’t get 
roped into painting theirs for them!

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The Bromley singer talks travel, writing, coming home and his year so far 


F RESH off the success of his 
top 10 single with Sean 
Paul and Enrique Iglesias, 
X Factor winner Matt Ter¬ 
ry says his first 10 months 
of stardom have been “amazing”. 

The Bromley singer has spent his 
year so far travelling all over the 
world, meeting with writers and 
producers as he prepares to release 
his debut album - so far untitled 
- by the end of November. 

Ahead of the album’s release, the 
singer released his first “proper” 
solo single, Sucker for You, the 
track came in at number 40 on last 
week’s charts, just two days after it 
was released. 

Before the track was released, Mr 
Terry took the time to speak with 
KoS, and tell us how life has been 
since the moment his name was 
called out as the winner of the 
Simon Cowell-produced show. 


Describing 2017 as a “roller¬ 
coaster, the former Carluccio’s 
waiter said: “There have been so 
many great moments since I won. 

“I’ve travelled to places like 
Miami, Finland, Sweden and so 
many other cool places to meet 
with some top record producers 
and writers. 

“I was so excited to release my 
first track, it’s all written by me so I 
really wanted to get it out there 
and see what people thought of it. 

“We were teasing fans with 
sneak previews of it for weeks and 
they were all really keen to hear 
it.” 

Ten months ago, the 24-year- 
old’s debut single, When Christmas 
Comes Around, came third in the 
race for Christmas number one, 
while the 13th X Factor winner’s 
collaboration with Spanish singer 
Enrique Iglesias and pop-superstar 


Sean Paul took him to number 10 
with Subeme La Radio. 

The singer, who previously lived 
in Spain before moving to Bromley, 
said: “Working with Enrique 
Iglesias and Sean Paul for Subeme 
La Radio was unbelievable, then 
seeing it get to the top 10 was just 
even better.” 

2017 has seen the latest X Factor 
winner travel the world and write 
his debut album, all while playing 
gigs across the country, including 
headlining Dartford Festival in 
July. 

Despite the hectic schedule, the 
Spanish-fluent singer has still had 
time to come home, and even fit in 
a few episodes of the competition 
that catapulted him into the 
limelight. 

He said: “I still come back to 
Bromley and see my Carluccio’s lot, 
I have a lot of friends here and 


obviously you can’t beat The 
Glades. The shopping in Miami 
might be a bit different, but 
Bromley is still home. 

“I’ve been watching this year’s X 
Factor and Rai-Elle has really stood 
out for me, she’s only 16 and her 
acapella performance of Bridge 
Over Troubled Water was amazing. 

“My advice for any winner is 
stick with your beliefs and don’t be 
afraid to stand up for yourself. 

“I’m sure it happens with every 
artist, you get put under pressure 
to change your sound, or some¬ 
thing like your hairstyle, but if you 
just stick to what you know and 
work hard with the people around 
you, then you will get along fine.” 

Matt Terry’s debut album is 
expected to drop by the end of 
November, while the singer is 
hoping to put together a UK tour 
next year.

Vauxhall has moved its trusty Insignia range upmarket with the all-new hatch¬ 
back version dubbed Grand Sport. Motoring editor Andy Russell finds out more 



E VERY morning, walking 
the dog, I feel sorry for 
the driver of a 17-plate 
Vauxhall Insignia 
hatchback who bought it 
as Vaxuhall launched the all-new 
Insignia Grand Sport. 

The new model is bigger, more 
athletic looking, more upmarket, 
roomier, 175kg lighter, drives better, 
has more kit, features and technol¬ 
ogy, new engines, costs less to own 
and starts at nearly £1,500 less. So I 
hope they got a very large discount. 

With dynamic coupe looks, the 
Grand Sport is sleeker - a lower roof, 
wider track, longer wheelbase and 
clever styling make it appear longer, 
wider and lower than it really is. It’s 
all part of Vauxhall’s quest to deliver 
what it calls an ‘upscale quality feel’. 

Turbo diesels -110 and 136PS 
1.6-litre and 170PS 2.0-litre - will be 
the fleet choices but, with more 
private motorists ditching derv, there 
are new 140 and 165PS 1.5-litre and 
260PS 2.0-litre turbo petrols, the 
latter with an eight-speed automatic 
gearbox and all-wheel drive. 

The 165PS petrol engine offers 
40mpg, cruises at low revs in high 
gears but needs to be stirred into life 
with the six-speed gearshift. 


What is very noticeable is how well 
the new Insignia drives. The 
cosseting ride has an extraordinary 
knack of soothing and smoothing all 
but the worst surfaces well with 
better steering feel and body control. 

A longer wheelbase pays dividends 


in the cabin - average-sized adults 
have vast legroom but that sloping 
roof limits headroom. The well- 
trimmed cabin feels upmarket and 
high-mileage drivers will appreciate 
supportive seats. 

The 490-litre hatch boot has wide, 



low access but is quite shallow. Rear 
seat backs fold flat 60/40 with the 
boot floor - a 40/20/40 set-up is 
optional.

Shakey wins sixth 
superbike crown

KENT’S Shane ‘Shakey’ Byrne 
clinched an unprecedented sixth 
British Superbike Championship title 
in dramatic style at Brands Hatch last 
weekend, as the title fight went down 
to the wire in the final race of the sea¬ 
son. 

Leon Haslam and defending cham¬ 
pion Byrne were separated by just 
two points ahead of the crucial decid¬ 
er at the Kent circuit. 

The title contenders were in forma¬ 
tion, with Josh Brookes in fourth 
ahead of Haslam and Byrne, but the 
Australian knew he was still in con¬ 
tention and he was pushing to move 
through the field. 

At the front Christian Iddon took 
the lead, but on lap six Haslam’s title 
hopes ended in heartbreak as the JG 
Speedfit Kawasaki rider suffered 
brake failure on lap six. 

The ‘Pocket Rocket’ had to jump off 
the bike at 172mph at Hawthorns 
and subsequently sustained a broken 
right wrist, right thumb and left an¬ 
kle. 

He heroically returned to the grid 
for the championship celebrations at 
the end of the race to congratulate 
Byrne on his title victory before head¬ 
ing to the medical centre. 

Vyrne ended the race in eighth 
place but it was enough to mean he 
successfully defended his title for the 
first time in his career, finishing be¬ 
hind Michael Laverty, Iddon, Peter 
Hickman and Dan Linfoot. 

The Sittingbourne rider said after¬ 
wards: “I came here thinking I’m 33 


points behind Leon and he’s such a 
tough competitor that I never envis¬ 
aged being able to pull back 33 points, 
but what I did envisage was coming 
here to do the best job I possibly could 
this weekend and try and win three 
races. 

“I hadn’t actually won a race since 
we were here in July and that never 
happens. BSB is so tough right now 


that it’s really, really difficult to win. 
We’ve ended up champions so I’m su¬ 
per, super happy to have defended the 
title. That’s the one thing I wanted to 
do and we’ve got that done now so it’s 
going to be a nice winter. 

“I’ll take a title in BSB however 
they come because they do not come 
on the back of Kelloggs’ Frosties pack¬ 
ets!”
